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choke at the upstream side. In order to avoid abandonment of the application, applicant must 
make these above agreed upon drawing changes. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reason 
for the allowance of the claims is a seal arrangement having the combination of a sliding seal on 
a moving body that slides on a surface of a second body with which the surface of this second 
body has inclusions or micro-cracks that are both substantially aligned and parallel to the 
direction of motion of the moving seal. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
